A portion of the Sheriffs posse has 


fast returned from tbe soene of the 
Fish Cieek fight. ' They corroborate 
the statement hitherto telegraphed 
that the coal-burners opened the 
fight,, firing the first shot. .There 
were nine of tbe posse against one 
hundred and ten coal-bnraers, bat 
not one half the burners were armed. 
After the first volley from the officers 
the rioters fled precipitately. Three 
of them were killed outright, and 
two BO badly wounded that they ex- 
pired after a few hours. 'Fourteen 
prisoners wore taken, but only three 
were brought to town, as the rest 
were found to be unarmed. Deputy 
Sheriff Simpson was in the act of 
serving a warrant on one of the ring- 
leaders when the conflict began. The 
officers claim that they were in a 
close place, and were compelled to 
fight or be killed. There was no 
chance for retreat. The rioters were 
met on the road, three quarters of a 
mile from any coal comp. The offi- 
cers do Dot believe that there were 
aoy wounded. The remains of tbe 
five dead men have just arrived.
